So that to ſay in 
Civil Warrs that thc prevailing party 
conqucrs thcir Country, is to ſay, the 
Country conquers it {clf, And if the 
Gcacral oncly of that party be the Con- 
gucrour , the Army by which he is made 
{o, is no kfle conquered than the Army 
which is bcaten, and Have as little rca- 
ſon to triumph in that Victory, by which 
th.cy Ic{c Loth their. Honour and [berty. 
To that if Cromwell conquered any party, 
It was oncly tFat againſt which he was 
{cr.t, and what that was, mult appcar by 
his Cemmiſſicn. It was ( ſaycs that) 
againſt a company of cvil Counſcllours, 
and dilaftc cd perions , who kept the 
King from a good intelligence and 
conjun&tion with his People, It was 
not then againſt the People. Ir is fo far 
from bcing fo, that even ct that party 
which was beaten, the Conque't did not 

belong 
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bclong to Cromwell burto the Parliament 
which cmployed him in their Service, or 
rather indeed to the King and. Parlia- 
ment, for whoſe Service (it there Lad 
been any faith in mens vows and prote- 
ſtations) the Warrs wcre undertaken, 
Mercitul God ! did the right of this mi- 
{crable Conqueſt remain then in his Ma- 
jelly, and didſt rhou ſuffcr him to be de- 
iiroyed with more barbarity than if he 
had been conquered even by Savages and 
Cannibals > was it for King. and Parlia- 
ment that we fought, and has ir fared 
with them juſt as with the Army which 
we fought againſt , the one part being 
ſlain, and the othcr fled > Ir appcars 
therefore plainly, that Cromwell\was not a 
Conqucrour , but a Thict and Robber of 
the Rights of the King and Pariiamcnt, 
and an Uſurper upon thoſe of the People. 
I do not here deny Conqueſt ro be fome- 
times (though it be very rarely) a true 
ritle,bur I deny this ro be a true Conqueſt, 
Sure | am, that the race of our Princes 
came not in by ſucha once.

(the Fauſtus as well as Sylla of our Nati- 
on, wt.om God never forſcok in any of 
his undertakings) I dcfire them to confi- 
der, how fince the Engliſh name was cvcr 
heard of, ir never recetved fo great and (0 
infamous a blow as under the imprudent 
conduct of this unlucky Fauſt 5 and 
hcrein let me admire the Juſtice of God 
in this circumflance , that they who had 
ep{laved their Country ( though a greet

by-,ours with trembling) ſhould bee fo 
ihamdully defcatcd by the Fands of forty 
Slaves, Ir was very ridiculous to: ſce 
Fow pretrily they cudcavoured to hide

thc Congucſt '#) Jamaica, as if a dctcated 
Army ſhould Fave the impudcnce to 
brazattcrwords of re Vidtcry , becauſc 
thoughrlicy kad flcd our of the Ficld of 
Eattel, yct they quartered that night in 
a Village of the Encmics, The War 
with Spaia was a neccſlary conſcquence 
of this folly , and how much we have

Triumvirate 
after them, put more People to dcath, 
bur the reaſon I think partly was, becauſe 
in thoſe times that had a-mixture of ſome 
honour with their madneſle, they thought 
it a more civil revenge againſt a Roman tO 
rake away his Life, than totake away his 
Liberry, Buttruly in the point of mur- 
dcr too, we have little reaſon to - think 
that our late Tyranny has been deficient 
to the examples that have ever been ſet ir 
in other Countries, Our Judges an1 
our Courts of Juſtice have not been 
idlez And to omit the whole reign of 
our late King (till the beginning of the 
War ) in which no drop of blood was 
ever drawn but from two or thrce Ears, 
I think the longeſt time of our wor« 
Princes ſcarce ſaw many more Exccuri- 
ons than the ſhort one of our bleſt Re- 
former. And wee ſaw, and ſmclt in 
our open fircers, (as I markt to- you art 
firſt) the broyling cf Eumane bowels a;
